Charlevoix’s Boss is Player of the Year, 
Randall is Coach of the Year

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — 
With the 2014 volleyball sea- 
son closing a few weeks ago, 
the Charlevoix County News 
is proud to announce the an- 
nual All-Area Volleyball 
“Dream Team”. 


This season the team is lead 
by Player of the Year, 
Charlevoix senior co-captain, 
Madeline Boss.
